ABSTRACT OF THE DISCLOSURE 

Embodiments of the invention relate to endoscopic instruments. More 
particularly, embodiments of the invention relate to features on the clevis portion of 
endoscopic instruments. The clevises may be formed from a sheet material to 
obtain a substantially cylindrical end and at least one clevis arm. The clevis features 
may include an axle having at least one flared end to engage a clevis arm, one or 
more U-shaped grooves on the clevis arms to receive an axle, and stiffening ribs to 
strengthen the clevis arms. 
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
